Evidence of abuses under Gadhafi

ZAWIYAH, Libya - In the second-floor office 
of a burned-out police station here, the photo¬ 
graphs strewn across the floor spun out the sto¬ 
ries of the unlucky prisoners who fell into the 
custody of the brutal government of Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

Some depicted corpses bearing the marks of 
torture. One showed scars down the back of a 
man dressed only in his underwear, another a 
naked man face down under a sheet with his 
hands bound. The faces of the dead bore ex¬ 
pressions of horror. Other pictures showed 
puddles of blood, a table of jars, bottles and 
powders and, in one, a long saw. 

In a labyrinthine basement, workers were 
clearing out burned books and files. One room 
contained a two-liter bottle of gin. Gesturing 
into another room that was kept dark, a worker 
mimicked a gun with his hands and murmured 
“Gadhafi,” suggesting it was an execution 
chamber. 

Journalists discovered the photographs and re¬ 


cords on an official trip to this devastated city, 
where Gadhafi forces battled rebels for nearly 
a week to retake control. They were the latest 
reminder of the long record of arbitrary vio¬ 
lence against civilians that now overshadows 
the government’s efforts to broker an end to the 
international airstrikes and domestic rebellion 
threatening Gadhafi’s four decades in power. 
As Gadhafi’s son, Seif al-Islam, promised in a 
television interview to usher in a new era of 
constitutional democracy in which his father 
would be a mere figurehead “like the queen of 
England,” the prosecutor for the International 
Criminal Court escalated international pres¬ 
sure on the government by declaring that it had 
deliberately ordered the killing of civilians in 
a bid to hold back the democratic revolution 
sweeping the region. 

“We have evidence that after the Tunisia and 
Egypt conflicts, people in the regime were 
planning how to control demonstrations in 
Libya,” the prosecutor, Luis Moreno-Ocampo, 
told Reuters. “The shootings of civilians was a 
predetermined plan.”

WASHINGTON - When 
President Barack Obama as¬ 
sembled his first national se¬ 
curity team, it was quickly 
dubbed, not always accurate¬ 
ly, the “Team of Rivals.”

In the rebel-held city of Misrata in western Libya and on the 
eastern front with the rebels around the oil town of Brega, Gad- 
hafi forces continued to hammer rebels with rockets, artillery 
and mortars, as rebel leaders expressed exasperation at the lim¬ 
its of NATO’s support. 

In Brussels, Brig. Gen. Mark van Uhm of NATO said Tuesday 
that Western airstrikes had destroyed about 30 percent of Gad- 
hafi’s military power. 

But Gen. Abdul Fattah Younes, the head of the rebel army, 
lashed out at his Western allies during a news conference in 
Benghazi, accusing NATO of tardiness and indecision. 

“What is NATO doing?” he asked. “Civilians are dying every 
day. 

They use the excuse of collateral damage.” 

He charged that NATO was enforcing the U.N.-sanctioned no- 
fly zone too equally, barring the rebels from providing cover for 
their troops with the few warplanes he said they had repaired. 
“They said, ‘No, don’t use your planes,”’ he said. 

Younes also charged that Gadhafi forces had attacked oil in¬ 
stallations in southeastern Libya “to deprive the Libyan people 
from their right of selling the oil.” 

He said the damage was “not significant.” 

Nor was there was any sign Tuesday of the air power that two 
weeks ago sent the loyalist forces reeling toward the Gadhafi 
stronghold of Surt. 

Instead, they hammered rebels once again along the coastal road 
around the strategic oil town of Brega, more than 100 miles to 
the east. 

On Tuesday the Gadhafi forces reversed some minor rebel gains 
with rocket attacks and pushed vehicle patrols northeast from 
their positions. They forced the rebels to withdraw nearly to 
Ajdabiya, to be safely out of the superior range of the loyalist 
forces’ weapons.

military buildup in Afghani¬ 
stan in 2009. Together they 
won many other battles, but 
they visibly split last month 
on the military intervention in 
Libya. In filling Gates’ chair, 
will Obama be looking for a 
close new partner for Clin¬ 
ton or a dissenter who might 
challenge the course that is 
already set? White House of¬ 
ficials, not surprisingly, will 
not say. But they acknowledge 
that Gates, a former director 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency who first worked in 
the White House when Obama 
was in junior high school, is 
an unusual figure.

mander in Afghanistan. (An 
argument for appointing the 
general, who has had a some¬ 
times strained relationship 
with the president, is that it 
could occupy a potential out¬ 
side critic with an important 
government job.) 

An oft-discussed alternative 
would be moving Ray Ma- 
bus, now the secretary of the 
Navy, to Gates’ job; his un¬ 
usual resume ranges from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Persian 
Gulf. (He was governor of 
Mississippi and ambassa¬ 
dor to Saudi Arabia.) A more 
mainstream choice would 
be John J. Hamre, who was 
deputy defense secretary un¬ 
der President Bill Clinton, or 
even Colin L. Powell or Sen. 
Jack Reed, D-R.I. and a for¬ 
mer Army paratrooper. And 
there is also discussion about 
whether Gen. James E. Cart¬ 
wright, the vice chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs and one of 
Obama’s favorite strategists, 
might be promoted to chair¬ 
man despite concerns among 
fellow senior officers about 
his command and decision¬ 
making style. The “Team of 
Rivals” notion emerged early 
in Obama’s search for a na¬ 
tional security team, a refer¬ 
ence to the Cabinet that Lin¬ 
coln assembled at the opening 
of the Civil War.

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U.S. officials doubted nuclear safety plans

BOSTON - U.S. regula¬ 
tors privately have expressed 
doubts that some of the na¬ 
tion’s nuclear power plants 
are prepared for a Fukushima- 
scale disaster, undercutting 
their public confidence since 
Japan’s nuclear crisis began, 
documents released by an in¬ 
dependent safety watchdog 
group show. 

Internal Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission e-mails and 
memos obtained by the Union 
of Concerned Scientists ques¬ 
tioned the adequacy of the 
back-up plans to keep reac¬ 
tor cooling systems running if 
off-site power were lost for an 
extended period. 

Those concerns seem to con¬ 
trast with the confidence U.S. 
regulators and industry offi¬ 
cials have publicly expressed 


after the world’s worst nuclear 
accident since Chernobyl be¬ 
gan to unfold on March 11, 
UCS officials said on Wednes¬ 
day. 

“While the NRC and the nu¬ 
clear industry have been reas¬ 
suring Americans that there is 
nothing to worry about — that 
we can do a better job dealing 
with a nuclear disaster like the 
one that just happened in Ja¬ 
pan — it turns out that private¬ 
ly NRC senior analysts are not 
so sure,” said Edwin Lyman, a 
UCS nuclear expert. 

The e-mails in question are 
part of an NRC review of how 
the operators of nuclear plants 
in Delta, Pennsylvania, and 
Surry County, Virginia, would 
cope with a prolonged power 
outage that knocked cooling 
systems offline, as occurred at 
the Tokyo Electric Power Co¬ 
operated Fukushima plant. 


In a July 28, 2010, e-mail, one 
NRC staffer said that contin¬ 
gency plans for Exelon Corp’s 
Peach Bottom nuclear plant in 
Delta “have really not been re¬ 
viewed to ensure that they will 
work to mitigate severe acci¬ 
dents.” Another document, 
undated, said backup plans 
included just having equip¬ 
ment on the plant grounds that 
could be useful “when used 
by knowledgeable operators if 
post-event conditions allow.” 
The document went on to 
note: “If little is known about 
these post-event conditions, 
then assuming success is 
speculative.” A nuclear indus¬ 
try lobbying group criticized 
the UCS’ disclosures. “UCS 
conveniently missed the point 
of a Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission study,” said Steve 
Kerekes, a spokesman for the 
Nuclear Energy Institute. □

Bill to allow recall 
against legislators

COLUMBUS, Ohio - Ohio 
Democratic legislators 

are proposing a bill that 
would allow voters to recall 
Governor John Kasich, who 
has signed a controversial bill 
limiting collective bargaining 
for public workers. 

State Representative John 
Hagen said voters in 17 states, 
including Wisconsin, where 
a similar bill was passed, can 
recall their governors or state 
legislators. 

Hagen’s bill would allow 
Ohio voters to undertake a 
recall effort if they gather 
petition signatures of voters 
equal to 15 percent of the 
total votes for governor or in 


a particular legislative district 
in the last election. 
Republicans have majorities 
in both houses of the Ohio 
state legislature. 

Kasich has been under fire 
not just for the collective 
bargaining bill, but for cutting 
aid to schools, universities 
and local governments in his 
proposed two-year budget. 

A March Quinnipiac 
University poll found Ohio 
voters disapprove by 46 to 30 
percent the way the first-term 
Republican is doing his job. 
Kasich said he sees the 
Democrat-led bill as nothing 
more than politics. 

“My whole purpose is to 
fix this state,” said Kasich, 
noting he is trying to close an

$8 billion deficit. “When you 
take a look at what we did 
over the period of the last 90 
days, it’s pretty remarkable.”

First-term Wisconsin 
Governor Scott Walker, who 
signed the controversial union 
legislation, cannot yet face 
recall because state rules 
require that he be in office for

NEW YORK - Conservative 
television host Glenn Beck 
is leaving his daily television 
show with cable channel Fox 
News, amid falling ratings. 
The controversial 47-year- 
old radio and television host 
“intends to transition off of 
his daily program,” called 
“Glenn Beck,” later this year, 
Fox News and Beck’s produc¬ 
tion company, Mercury Radio 
Arts, said in a joint statement 
on Wednesday. 

Fox said Beck will “develop 
and produce a variety of tele¬ 
vision projects” for Fox News 
and other platforms in the fu¬ 
ture, but did not give details. 
Beck’s show draws an aver¬ 
age of about 1.9 million view¬ 
ers, dwarfing the ratings for 


other cable news shows in the 
time slot. But his ratings for 
the first quarter of this year 
are down 30 percent in aver¬ 
age viewer ship. In the cov¬ 
eted cable news demographic 
of viewers ages 25 to 54, his 
ratings have fallen nearly 40 
percent.Beck, a libertarian 
and a favorite of the Tea Party 
political movement, was a 
key speaker at a huge “Re¬ 
storing Honor” public rally in 
Washington last year. 

But his scathing comments 
on topics ranging from global 
warming to political con¬ 
spiracy theories have proved 
controversial and seen him 
lampooned by other TV hosts, 
notably Jon Stewart at Com¬ 
edy Central. □ 


Shutdown will delay pay to troops

WASHINGTON - The Obama 


administration warned 

Wednesday that a federal 
shutdown would undermine 
the economic recovery, de¬ 
lay pay to U.S. troops fight¬ 
ing in three wars, slow the 
processing of tax returns and 
limit small business loans and 
government-backed mortgag¬ 
es during peak home buying 
season. 

The dire message, delivered 
two days before the federal 
government’s spending au¬ 
thority expires, appeared 
aimed at jolting congressio¬ 
nal Republicans into a bud¬ 
get compromise. Billions of 
dollars apart, congressional 
negotiators were working to 
strike a deal by Friday to avert 
a shutdown by setting spend¬ 
ing limits through the end 
of September. The last such 
shutdown took place 15 years 
ago and lasted 21 days. 
President Barack Obama 
telephoned House Speaker 
John Boehner on Wednes¬ 
day, and Boehner’s office said 
the speaker told Obama he 
was hopeful a deal could be 
reached. 

As the talks continued, the 
White House sought to put 
the prospect of a shutdown 
in terms people would care 
about, warning even that

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the beloved National Cherry 
Blossom Festival Parade in 
the nation’s capital would be 
wiped out. The Smithsonian 
Institution and national parks 
around the country would also 
be closed. 

A shutdown would come at 
an especially busy time for 
the Smithsonian. The Cherry 
Blossom Festival, which con¬ 
cludes this weekend, draws 
many tourists to an area near 
the museums. The Smithson¬ 
ian counts about 3 million vis¬ 
its each April and has already 
sold 23,000 IMAX movie 
and lunch combos to school 
groups for the month. 

Under long-standing federal 
rules, agencies would not be 
affected that provide for U.S. 
national security, dispense 
most types of federal ben¬ 
efit payments, offer inpatient 
medical care or outpatient 


emergency care, ensure the 
safe use of food and drugs, 
manage air traffic, protect and 
monitor borders and coast¬ 
lines, guard prisoners, con¬ 
duct criminal investigations 
and law enforcement, oversee 
power distribution and over¬ 
see banks. 

Mail deliveries would contin¬ 
ue in the event of a shutdown. 
U.S. postal operations are not 
subsidized by tax dollars. 
According to the shutdown 
scenario described by the 
administration, the govern¬ 
ment would have to signifi¬ 
cantly cut staffing across the 
executive branch, including 
workers at the White House 
and civilian employees at the 
Defense Department; close to 
800,000 workers would be af¬ 
fected. Congress and the fed¬ 
eral court system will also be 
subject to a shutdown.□

day for bank robberies

NEW YORK - Bank robberies in the United States take 
place most often in mid-morning, on Fridays and in south¬ 
ern and western states, according to government statistics 
released on Tuesday. 

Robbers stole slightly more than $43 million last year na¬ 
tionwide in 5,546 robberies of banks, credit unions and other 
financial institutions, statistics released by the FBI showed. 
The South led the way with 1,790 bank robberies, followed 
by the West with 1,691. California had the most robberies 
at 805, followed by Texas with 464. North Dakota, where 
there were two bank robberies, had the least. 

Overall, there were 5,628 reported bank crimes the 5,546 
robberies along with 74 burglaries, eight larcenies and 13 
extortions of financial institutions. 

That marked a decrease from 2009, when there were 6,065 
such crimes reported, the FBI said. 

The FBI does not speculate on why such a decrease oc¬ 
curred, said spokeswoman Denise Ballew. 

Most robberies took place at bank counters and involved 
notes demanding money and threats of weapons, the statis¬ 
tics showed. 

Nearly all of the $43 million haul was cash, and about $8 
million was later recovered, the FBI said.Q 

Gay judge never considered 
dropping Proposition 8 case 

SAN FRANCISCO - The judge who struck down California’s 
gay marriage ban never considered his own homosexuality as a 
reason to recuse himself from the case, he said on Wednesday. 
Former U.S. District Judge Vaughn Walker, who retired from 
the bench at the end of February, said it would not be appropri¬ 
ate for any judge’s sexual orientation, ethnicity, national origin 
or gender to stop them from presiding over a case. 

“That’s a very slippery slope,” Walker said. 

The talk to a handful of reporters was Walker’s first public com¬ 
ments to reporters about presiding over the lawsuit challeng¬ 
ing to Proposition 8, which banned gay marriage in California. 
Walker struck down the ban as unconstitutional, and the case is 
currently on appeal. 

It was also the first time Walker publicly acknowledged his own 
sexual orientation. Walker said he has been in a relationship 
with the man for 10 years. “He is a physician,” Walker said. 
Walker is a Midwesterner, born in 1944 in Watseka, Illinois, 
about 90 miles south of Chicago. 

He worked for years at one of San Francisco’s top law firms 
before being nominated to the federal bench in 1989 by George 
H.W. Bush.Q 


Turkey farm exploited, 
abused disabled workers

CHICAGO - The U.S. gov¬ 
ernment sued a Texas-based 
poultry company on Wednes¬ 
day, alleging the business en¬ 
gaged in a pattern of unlawful 
discrimination against devel- 
opmentally disabled workers 
over more than 20 years. 

In a civil suit filed in federal 
court, the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission 
charged that Hill Country 
Farms exploited and abused a 
group of 31 men with cogni¬ 
tive disabilities in violation of 
the Americans with Disabili¬ 
ties Act. 

The complaint, filed in U.S. 
District Court for the South¬ 
ern District of Iowa, alleges 
the company, which also did 
business as Henry’s Turkey 
Service, paid the workers just 
$65 a month to gut turkeys 


for a processing plant in West 
Liberty, Iowa. 

The defendants were contrac¬ 
tors and did not own or op¬ 
erate the plant. Much of the 
abuse cited in the complaint 
was alleged to have occurred 
in Atalissa, Iowa, in a bunk- 
house where the men, who 
were brought to Iowa from 
Texas, were housed. 

David Scieszinski, the attor¬ 
ney representing the company, 
said he had not seen the com¬ 
plaint, and did not have an im¬ 
mediate comment. 

In addition to the claim of dis¬ 
criminatory wages, the EEOC 
complaint alleges Henry’s 
Turkey subjected the workers 
to illegal verbal and physical 
harassment, calling them “re¬ 
tarded,” “dumb ass” and “stu¬ 
pid,” and physical abuse in¬ 
cluding corporal punishment. 
The complaint also charges 


the company restricted the 
men’s freedom of move¬ 
ment, in one case handcuff¬ 
ing a worker, required them 
to live in sub-standard living 
housing, and failed to provide 
adequate medical care when 
needed. The U.S. Department 
of Labor has filed a separate 
complaint against the compa¬ 
ny in the case, alleging viola¬ 
tions of the federal minimum 
wage and overtime laws. 

The EEOC complaint seeks a 
number of penalties including 
back pay with interest as well 
as compensatory and punitive 
damages. 

Last month, the state of Iowa 
fined Hill Country Farms 
more than $1.1 million for 
various violations of state law 
related to the case. 

The workers were taken into 
protective custody by the state 
of Iowa two years ago.Q 


Grandmother sentenced to 
jail In voodoo burning case

NEW YORK - An elderly 
woman was sentenced on 
Wednesday to up to three 
years in prison for failing to 
help her 6-year-old grand¬ 
daughter when she caught fire 
during a voodoo ritual, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Sylvenie Thessier, 72, had 
pleaded guilty in state Su¬ 
preme Court in Queens last 
month to reckless endanger- 
ment for failing to call for 
help after Frantzci Saintil was 
badly burned in the February 
2009 fire. The child suffered 
life-threatening bums to more 
than 25 percent of her body, 
including her face, legs and 
torso. Queens District At¬ 
torney Richard Brown said 
Frantzcia’s mother poured an 
accelerant on the child’s head 
and in a circle on the floor 
as part of a voodoo ceremo¬ 
ny called “Loa”. Frantzcia 
caught fire after her mother 
attempted to put her inside the 
blazing ring. 

Prosecutors allege that Thess¬ 


ier did not do anything to 
help her granddaughter de¬ 
spite being home and hearing 
the child’s panicked cries for 
help. Two days later, Frantz¬ 
cia was finally hospitalized at 
the behest of another relative. 
“This case is a tragic example 
of how a person expected to 
care for a child and keep her 
out of harm’s way did just 
the opposite when she stood 
idly by as her daughter alleg¬ 
edly burned her granddaugh¬ 
ter during an alleged voodoo

Body found at camp after abuse

BOSTON - Police were in¬ 
vestigating an apparent sui¬ 
cide at a Cape Cod camp by 
a man who was the subject of 
an allegation of sexual abuse, 
authorities said on Wednes¬ 
day. 

A male body was found in a 
vehicle in a wooded area on 
the grounds of Camp Good 
News, according to a state¬ 
ment by Cape and Islands 
District Attorney Michael 


O’Keefe. Authorities said the 
victim apparently died from a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound. 
Police did not identify the 
man, but the statement said 
he was an employee of Camp 
Good News and the subject of 
an allegation of abuse. 

A 3 5-year-old man recently 
said he was repeatedly sexual¬ 
ly molested at the camp when 
he was about 10 years old, 
said his attorney in Boston, 
Mitchell Garabedian. 

The man was inspired to come 
forward by Massachusetts 
Senator Scott Brown’s revela¬ 
tions about his sexual abuse as 
a young camper, Garabedian 
said. 

Brown said in a recent book 
“Against All Odds” that as a 
child he was sexually abused 
several times by a camp coun¬ 


selor who threatened to kill 
him if he told anyone. 

Brown did not name the camp 
he attended, and his office de¬ 
clined to comment on the ap¬ 
parent suicide investigation. 
Camp Good News has ac¬ 
knowledged previously that 
Brown was a former camper. 
Garabedian said state police 
were investigating the alleged 
abuse and would be meeting 
with his client. 

Authorities said any abuse al¬ 
legations related to the camp 
would remain under inves¬ 
tigation despite the apparent 
suicide. 

Camp Good News said in a 
statement it had been notified 
of the discovery of the body 
and was awaiting identifica¬ 
tion before issuing any further 
comments. □ 


Police arrest 2 suspects 

Breakthrough in Arizona teen’s death 

GLENDALE, Ariz. - Two 18-year-olds face murder charges in the dragging death of a 
16-year-old girl. 

Glendale police identify the suspects as Lino Chavez and Jose Solis Apodaca. The pair was 
arrested for the April 5 death of Anita Munoz (MOON’-yohz), a student at a suburban Phoenix 
high school. 

Court paperwork says Chavez was arrested and booked for first-degree murder. The court 
ordered him held on $500,000 bond. 

Apodaca is being held without bond. He faces first-degree murder, aggravated robbery and 
trafficking in stolen property. 

It was not immediately clear whether the suspects had lawyers. 

Police think the pair robbed Munoz of her laptop March 30. 

After struggling with the girl, detectives think, the suspects tried to drive away and the teen 
either fell or was pushed from a vehicle in Glendale.Q 



Ohio Senate 


Bill limiting abortion 
after 20 weeks gassed 



Unwanted pregnancy 

COLUMBUS, Ohio - A bill that would require doctors to de¬ 
termine the viability of an unborn child if a woman seeks an 
abortion after 20 weeks passed the Ohio Senate on Wednesday. 
“Soon, abortionists will no longer be able to perform these bru¬ 
tal late-term abortions when the child can feel pain,” said Mike 
Gonidakis, executive director of Ohio Right to Life. “That will 
be a true victory for human rights.” 

Gonidakis said a doctor seeking to perform an abortion has to 
determine viability at 20 weeks and get a second opinion from 
another doctor, and abortion would not be allowed if the fetus 
was found capable of surviving outside the womb. Exceptions 
would be made if the pregnant woman faces death or severe 
health impairment, Gonidakis said. 

The bill passed by a 24-8 vote in the Republican-majority Sen¬ 
ate. The Ohio House also has a Republican majority. NARAL 
Pro-Choice Ohio executive director Kellie Copeland said the 
bill’s health exception is “dangerously narrow” and harms wom¬ 
en with wanted pregnancies who experience “heart-breaking 
complications,” such as fetal anomaly or a cancer diagnosis.Q

Japan focuses on 
hydrogen buildup 


In Ivory Coast 

Attack on Gbagbo bunker repelled

TOKYO - Japan began 
pumping nitrogen gas into a 
crippled nuclear reactor, re¬ 
focusing the fight against the 
world’s worst nuclear disaster 
in 25 years on preventing an 
explosive buildup of hydro¬ 
gen gas at Fukushima Daiichi 
power plant. 

Workers started injecting ni¬ 
trogen into the containment 
vessel of reactor No. 1 on 
Wednesday night, following 
a morning breakthrough in 
stopping highly radioactive 
water leaking into the sea at 
another reactor in the six-re¬ 
actor complex. 

“It is necessary to inject nitro¬ 
gen gas into the containment 
vessel and eliminate the po¬ 


tential for a hydrogen explo¬ 
sion,” an official of plant op¬ 
erator Tokyo Electric Power 
(TEPCO) told a news brief¬ 
ing. 

The possibility of another hy¬ 
drogen explosion like those 
that ripped through reactors 
1 and 3 early in the crisis, 
spreading high levels of ra¬ 
diation into the air, was “ex¬ 
tremely low,” he said. 

But TEPCO suspected that 
the outside casing of the reac¬ 
tor vessel was damaged, said 
the official. “Under these con¬ 
ditions, if we continue cool¬ 
ing the reactors with water, 
the hydrogen leaking from the 
reactor vessel to the contain¬ 
ment vessel could accumulate 
and could reach a point where 
it could explode,” he added.Q

The source, who lives near 
Gbagbo’s heavily guarded 
residence in Abidjan, said 
fighting had died down in the 
afternoon and Ouattara’s forc¬ 
es had regrouped.

North Korea considering more attacks 


WASHINGTON - North Ko¬ 
rea may be considering ad¬ 
ditional attacks and provoca¬ 
tions, a top U.S. general told 
Congress on Wednesday, 
adding Washington needed to 
be prepared to respond appro¬ 
priately if necessary. 

“I do worry that there are ad¬ 
ditional attacks and provoca¬ 
tions that are being considered 
within North Korea,” said the 
commander of U.S. forces in 
South Korea, General Walter 
Sharp. 

Tensions with North Korea 
rose to their highest since the 
1950-53 Korean War after 
last year’s sinking of a South 
Korean warship and the bom¬ 
barding a South Korean island 
in the sea off the peninsula’s 
west coast. 

Those attacks killed more

Cars are speed¬ 
ing in all directions and so are 
the fighters,” he said. 

The French military said their 
troops were not involved in 
the attack, unlike earlier in the 
week when French and U.N.

Fighting resumed early on 
Wednesday after negotiations 
led by the United Nations and 
France to secure Gbagbo’s de¬ 
parture failed, French Foreign 
Minister Alain Juppe said.

massacres of civilian popula¬ 
tions carried out by Gbagbo 
forces, attacks that often used 
heavy artillery shot into non¬ 
military centers.

At 8 p.m. on Monday, April

MI24 helicopters swooped 
down on the city along with 
French Puma and Gazelle at¬ 
tack helicopters.

Mussa Kussa, the Libyan foreign minister who recently defect¬ 
ed to Great Britain, certainly has a lot to answer for. British 
officials are very interested in learning some of the details of 
Kussa’s activities over the past few decades. 

Those activities include involvement in assassinating Libyan 
dissidents and the Lockerbie airline bombing that killed hun¬ 
dreds of people, mostly Americans, in December 1988. Scot¬ 
tish authorities have already applied for permission to question 
Kussa about Lockerbie. 

Thus far, Kussa has not been given immunity from prosecution. 
But international sanctions restricting his travel and freezing 
any assets he has in foreign banks have been lifted, a controver¬ 
sial move considering what Kussa is suspected of. 

Kussa’s presence in Great Britain, not in a jail cell but in a well- 
guarded safe house, raises an ethical question. What does one 
do with a person one is pretty sure is a mass murderer but who 
has valuable intelligence relating to an ongoing war? 

Almost 10 years ago, before the dust had settled at Ground Zero 
where the World Trade Center had stood, the answer would 
have been simple. It would have been to take Kussa to Guanta¬ 
namo and waterboard him until he sang. But, of course, we do 
not do that now and regret having done it then. 

What are British and presumably American authorities prepared 
to give up in order to find out what Kussa knows? Clearly the 
former Libyan Foreign Minister is not going to give much more 
than hints until he gets immunity from prosecution. Q

Of all the democratic uprisings in the Arab world, none is more 
consequential than the one in Egypt. The most populous of 
the Arab countries and a historic giant in culture and regional 
politics, an Egypt that gets it right can serve as a model and 
stabilizer for this troubled neighborhood. 

Since Egyptian dictator Hosni Mubarak was forced to resign 
on Feb. 11, progress has been predictably uneven.

Migrant boat sinks, 
up to 250 missing

ROME - Between 130 and 250 people were missing and at 
least 15 appeared to be dead after a boat carrying refugees from 
Libya capsized south of Sicily early on Wednesday, coast guard 
officials and aid workers said. 

Rescuers picked up 47 people, including a heavily pregnant 
woman after the overloaded boat, which left Libya two days 
ago, sank at 40 miles south of the island of Lampedusa. 
According to the International Organization for Migration 
(IOM), a migrant assistance agency which has officials on 
Lampedusa, an Italian fishing boat rescued another three peo¬ 
ple. Between 15 and 20 bodies were seen in the water, officials 
said but high winds and rough seas made it difficult for coast 
guard boats and a police helicopter to operate. 

Coast guard officials said the boat had originally been carrying 
around 200 people but the IOM put the figure as high as 300, of 
whom it said some 250 were missing. 

The incident provided a stark illustration of the dangers run 
by desperate people who pay about 1,000 euros for a place on 
one of the overloaded fishing vessels carrying refugees and mi¬ 
grants from Africa. 

“The vessel, which was laden beyond capacity, had left the Lib¬ 
yan coast with migrants and asylum seekers from Somalia, Ni¬ 
geria, Bangladesh, Cote d’Ivoire, Chad and Sudan,” IOM said 
in a statement. “Some 40 women and 5 children were on board. 
Only two women survived the shipwreck.” 

Monday, the United Nations refugee agency said more than 400 
people fleeing Libya on two boats were missing. 

BORDER CONTROLS 

Thousands have crossed so far this year after the collapse of 
the former Tunisian regime and fighting in Libya brought down 
strict border checks that had previously barred the way into Eu¬ 
rope. Most have been young men from Tunisia, seeking to get 
to France but in recent days there have been growing numbers 
of arrivals from Libya, underscoring Italian fears the fighting 
there could set off a new exodus. IOM said that 2,000 mostly 
African migrants and asylum seekers had landed in Lampedusa 
from Libya in the past 10 days. 

Lampedusa, roughly midway between Sicily and Tunisia, has 
been the focal point for the crisis, with some 20,000 illegal mi¬ 
grants arriving this year and overwhelming the infrastructure 
of the tiny island, which normally lives on fishing and tourism. 
Thousands were forced to shelter in makeshift tent camps un¬ 
til Italian Prime Minister Silvio Berlusconi sought to end the 
weeks-long emergency by sending ferries to clear the island. □

Afghan officials: 

2-3 men suspected In UN attack

KABUL, Afghanistan - Former insurgents 
who had renounced the Taliban and were in a 
reintegration program are suspected of taking 
an assault rifle from a Nepalese guard and 
opening fire during the anti-Quran-buming 
riot last week that left seven U.N. workers 
dead, Afghan officials said Wednesday. 
Parliamentarian Mohammad Akbari said 
government investigators have identified three 
men they believe were involved in the killing 
of three U.N. staff members and four Nepalese 
guards in the April 1 attack against the U.N. 
headquarters in the northern city of Mazar-i- 
Sharif. Four protesters also were killed. 

The men were arrested the day of the riot. It 
began as a peaceful demonstration, but after 
crowds stormed the building and set fires, some 
protesters seized weapons and started shooting. 
“They had one Kalashnikov which they 
took from a guard. They fired, according

to witnesses,” said Akbari, who was part 
of the investigating team. “They have been 
recognized by witnesses.”

Netanyahu argues that spell¬ 
ing out the end point would 
limit Israel’s negotiating 
room and that endorsing Pal¬ 
estinian positions on borders 
would remove a key incentive 
for them to restart talks. 

Israel captured the West Bank, 
Gaza and east Jerusalem in 
the 1967 Mideast war. 
Netanyahu has said he would 
not give up east Jerusalem, 
the Palestinians’ hoped-for 
capital, and has not said how 
much of the West Bank he is 
prepared to give up. He has 
said Israel needs to keep West 
Bank areas with large Jewish 
settlements or those close to 
major Israeli population cen-

Rebels retake land, 
NATO cites woes

- Libyan rebels regained 
ground in a new advance on 
an oil port on Wednesday but 
accused NATO of inaction 
hindering their quest to oust 
Muammar Gaddafi. 

NATO said Gaddafi was 
making it increasingly diffi¬ 
cult for its pilots to carry out 
air strikes by ensconcing his 
forces in heavily populated 
areas and using civilians as 
human shields. 

In their eastern heartland, ill- 
trained insurgents thrust back 
westwards toward the con¬ 
tested oil port of Brega, re¬ 
covering mostly desert terrain 
lost in a pell-mell retreat from 
Gaddafi’s superior firepower 
the day before. 

Rebels returning to the tiny 
outpost of al-Arbaeen, mid¬ 
way between Brega and their 
frontline town of Ajdabiyah, 
spoke of rocket duels close 
to Brega’s port as both sides 
strived to end a ragged stale¬ 
mate in the oil-producing 
state’s civil war. 

There was little doubt the

rebels had made ground after 
falling back at least 40 km on 
Tuesday but it was impossible 
to verify accounts that they 
were closing in on Brega once 
again. 

There were reports of mor¬ 
tar and rocket battles near 
the town on Libya’s desolate 
Mediterranean highway 80 
km west of Ajdabiyah. Fight¬ 
ing had resumed at daybreak 
after government forces were 
resupplied with ammunition 
and swung east from Brega, 
rebel officer Mohamed el- 


Masrafy told AR 
“God willing, we are going to 
try to enter Brega today,” said 
rebel Idriss Abdel Karim, but 
he and various comrades com¬ 
plained of a lack of support 
from NATO bombers. “Gov¬ 
ernment forces are scared of 
NATO air strikes but NATO 
doesn’t bomb anything in the 
first place,” he said. 

“There have been no air 
strikes. We hear the sound, but 
they don’t bomb anything,” 
said Hossam Ahmed, another

Tsunami-hit towns forgot warnings from ancestors

MIYAKO, Japan - Modern sea walls failed 
to protect coastal towns from Japan’s destruc¬ 
tive tsunami last month. But in the hamlet of 
Aneyoshi, a single centuries-old tablet saved 
the day. “High dwellings are the peace and har¬ 
mony of our descendants,” the stone slab reads. 
“Remember the calamity of the great tsunamis. 
Do not build any homes below this point.” 

It was advice the dozen or so households of 
Aneyoshi heeded, and their homes emerged 
unscathed from a disaster that flattened low- 
lying communities elsewhere and killed thou¬ 
sands along Japan’s northeastern shore. 
Hundreds of such markers dot the coastline, 
some more than 600 years old. Collectively 
they form a crude warning system for Japan, 
whose long coasts along major fault lines have 
made it a repeated target of earthquakes and 
tsunamis over the centuries. 

The markers don’t all indicate where it’s safe to 


build. Some simply stand or stood, until they 
were washed away by the tsunami as daily re¬ 
minders of the risk. “If an earthquake comes, 
beware of tsunamis,” reads one. In the bustle 
of modern life, many forgot. 

More than 12,000 people have been confirmed 
dead and officials fear the number killed 
could rise to 25,000 from the March 11 disas¬ 
ter. More than 100,000 are still sheltering in 
schools and other buildings, almost a month 
later. A few lucky individuals may move into 
the first completed units of temporary housing 
this weekend. Workers at the tsunami-damaged 
Fukushima Dai-ichi nuclear power complex fi¬ 
nally halted a leak of radioactive water into the 
Pacific on Wednesday, but it may take months 
to bring the overheating reactors under control. 
A natural disaster as large as last month’s 9.0 
earthquake and tsunami happens perhaps once 
in a person’s lifetime, at most. Tokyo Electric 
Power Co., the nuclear plant operator, clearly 
wasn’t prepared. □

You know those moments 
where You Just Want To Die? 
I had one at a big New York 
Times party a decade ago. As 
the publisher, editors, writers 
and celebrities mingled at the 
Four Seasons restaurant in 
New York, a famous fashion 
designer suddenly glared at 
me from across the room.

The leg¬ 
endary Times fashion photog¬ 
rapher and Gotham sprite Bill 
Cunningham was wandering 
through the crowd, snapping 
pictures. We’d never met, but 
he paused briefly, looked ap¬ 
provingly at my lace sheath 
and took a picture. 

“Early Suzy Parker,” he mur¬ 
mured about the dress, before 
melting back into the crowd. 

I still have not formally 
met Bill Cunningham, now 
82 and still going strong. I 
wave at him when I see him 
around Manhattan, a slight, 
gray-haired man in a tweed 
cap turned backward, stand¬ 
ing sentry outside Barney’s, 
peddling on his red Schwinn 
through Times Square or dart¬ 
ing around taking pictures at 
the opera. 

As on that first night, he al¬ 
ways looks happy and busy 
and kind, a Boston Irish priest 
of street fashion, an aes¬ 
thetic meritocrat who moves 
through New York’s seductive 
trellis of money, power and 
status and stays pure some¬ 
how. 

He admires anybody who 


looks good, the obscure as 
well as the famous, the old 
stylish gals as well as the 
young, women elegantly 
draping garbage bags against 
the storm as well as women 
in couture. The streets inter¬ 
est him more than the salons. 
Fashion photography without 
snobbery: a small miracle.

Richard Press, the docu¬ 
mentary’s director, wrote in 
New York magazine that he 
worked on the project for 10 
years - eight spent begging 
“the reluctant fashion deity” 
to cooperate. 

He calls Cunningham “a cel¬ 
ebration of self-invention” - a 
contrast with Sheen’s carnival 
of self-destmction. 

In a world where conflicts of 
interest are quaint, Cunning¬ 
ham has a profound sense of 
ethics. He will not even ac¬ 
cept a glass of water at the ga¬ 
las he covers. 

“I just try to play a straight 
game, and in New York that’s 
almost impossible to be hon¬ 
est and straight,” he says in 
the film. “That’s like Don 
Quixote fighting windmills.” 
The ascetic anthropologist of 
New York’s streets calls fash¬ 
ion “the armor to survive the 
reality of everyday life.” But 
he doesn’t give a fig about 
his own clothes; he wears a 
simple uniform, a blue Paris 
street-sweeper’s shirt with 
pockets for his gear. He kept 
it on even as he was present¬ 
ed with the highest award of 
French culture. He also has a 
plastic poncho for rainy days 
that he patches up with duct 
tape. 

Cunningham started as a mil¬ 
liner with a shop in Carnegie 
Hall. “Ginger Rogers used to 
come and Joan Crawford,” he 
recalls. “Marilyn Monroe was 


one. And I had no interest be¬ 
cause they weren’t stylish.” 
He only cares about “birds of 
paradise” with daring styles 
as opposed to “cookie-cutter 
sameness.” 

Before he was evicted by the 
coldhearted brass at Carnegie 
Hall, who wanted more office 
space, he had a tiny apartment 
filled with file cabinets and a 
cot, with a bathroom in the 
hall. 

He goes to church every Sun¬ 
day to “repent,” but he seems 
oblivious to celebrity, money, 
sex, food and cars. He’s on his 
29th bicycle, cheerfully not¬ 
ing, “I’ve had 28 stolen.” Q

Everybody has questions and 
anxieties about our policy in 
Libya. My own position is 
this: I oppose the policy the 
Obama administration has 
described in various public 
statements. I support the pol¬ 
icy the administration is actu¬ 
ally executing. 

The policy the administra¬ 
tion publicly describes is 
constricted and implausible. 
The multilateral force would 
try to prevent a humanitar¬ 
ian disaster from the air, but 
then it remains maddeningly 
ambiguous about what would 
happen next: what our goals 
are; what our attitude toward 
the Gadhafi regime is; what 
an exit strategy might be. 
Fortunately, the policy the 
Obama administration is ac¬ 
tually implementing is more 
flexible and thought-through. 
It starts with the same hu¬ 
manitarian purpose. People 
sometimes think of President 
Barack Obama as a cool, hy¬ 
per-rational calculator, but in 
this case he was motivated by 
a noble, open-hearted senti¬ 
ment: that the U.S. cannot sit 


by and watch tens of thou¬ 
sands of people get massacred 
when it has the means to pre¬ 
vent it. 

Obama took this decision, I’m 
told, fully aware that there was 
no political upside while there 
were enormous political risks. 
He took it fully aware that we 
don’t know much about Lib¬ 
ya. He took it fully aware that 
if he took this action he would 
be partially on the hook for 
Libya’s future. But he took it 
as an American must moti¬ 
vated by this country’s histori¬ 
cal role as a champion of free¬ 
dom and humanity - and with 
the awareness that we simply 
could not stand by with Russia 
and China in opposition. 

In this decision, one could 
see the same sensitive, ideal¬ 
istic man who wrote “Dreams 
From My Father.” 

As president, of course, 
one also has to think practi¬ 
cally. The president and the 
secretary of state reached a 
hardheaded conclusion. If 
Moammar Gadhafi is actively 
slaughtering his own people, 
then this endeavor cannot 
end with a cease-fire that al¬ 
lows him to remain in power. 
Regime change is the goal of 
U.S. policy. 

There are three plausible ways 
he might go, which inside the 
administration are sometimes 
known as the Three Ds. They 
are, in ascending order of 
likelihood: Defeat - the rag¬ 
tag rebel army vanquishes his 
army on the battlefield; De¬ 


parture - Gadhafi is persuaded 
to flee the country and move 
to a villa somewhere; and De¬ 
fection - the people around 
Gadhafi decide there is no fu¬ 
ture hitching their wagon to 
his, and, as a result, the regime 
falls apart or is overthrown. 
The result is a strategy you 
might call Squeeze and See. 
The multilateral forces ratchet 
up the pressure and watch to 
see what happens. The West¬ 
ern nations are reaching out 
to senior Libyan figures to 
encourage defection (the for¬ 
eign minister has already split, 
and more seem to be coming). 
There is an effort to broadcast 
television signals into Libya 
to rival state TV. In the liber¬ 
ated areas, the multilateral al¬ 
liance is sending aid to build 
civil society and organize the 
political opposition. The U.S. 
is releasing billions of confis¬ 
cated Libyan dollars to the op¬ 
position to ensure its staying 
power. 

Eric Schmitt had a fabulous 
piece in The Times this week 
detailing what the air assault 
actually involves. It’s not just 
hitting Libyan air defenses. 
It also involves psychologi¬ 
cal warfare inducing Libyan 
soldiers to defect. It involves 
messing with Libyan commu¬ 
nications systems, cutting off 
supply lines and creating con¬ 
fusion throughout the com¬ 
mand structure. 

All of this is meant to send 
the signal that Gadhafi has no 
future. Q

Abortion loos’ tactics 
highlight a high rate

NEW YORK - Ciara Guemon was in a troubled relation¬ 
ship and working three jobs when she learned she was 
pregnant. The 22-year-old began calling people to see if 
they would lend her money for an abortion. “I didn’t think 
I’d be a good mom,” she said. 

Guemon ultimately decided to have the baby after a visit 
to the fervently anti-abortion EMC Frontline Pregnancy 
Center in Brooklyn, where she was shown her sonogram. 
The center, where young women and couples are directed 
to a room decorated with pictures of mothers to watch 
videos on prenatal development and abortion, is among a 
small number of pregnancy service organizations accused 
by abortion rights groups and city officials of misleading 
women about their reproductive health options and dis¬ 
guising themselves as medical clinics. 

The debate between the centers and the city has renewed 
focus on the New York City’s abortion rate, at 41 percent 
among the highest in the country. 

EMC Frontline Pregnancy Centers promotes itself as 
“Fighting for life in NYC the abortion capital of Amer¬ 
ica.” In City Council testimony last month, Joan Malin, 
Planned Parenthood of New York City’s CEO, called the 
centers “anti-choice organizations masquerading as legiti¬ 
mate reproductive health care providers.” 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg signed a law last month that 
mandates all pregnancy centers disclose what services 
they offer, including whether they have licensed medical 
staff and what they do to protect the privacy of clients. 
Abortion rights groups have backed the law. 

Several of the centers have filed lawsuits to try to stop the 
law from going into effect, arguing it tramples on their free 
speech rights. 

Often funded through donations and by charitable orga¬ 
nizations and run by anti-abortion volunteers, the centers 
set up shop near clinics that provide abortions, sometimes 
even in the same building.□ 


Babies born to obese moms 
face higher death risk

UNITED KINGDOM - Babies 
born to mothers who were 
obese in early pregnancy have 
a much greater risk of dying 
before, during, or up to one 
year after birth, a new British 
study says. 

Researchers examined nearly 
41,000 pregnancies involving 
deliveries of single babies at 
five maternity units in north¬ 
ern England from 2003 to 
2005. 

The risk of a baby dying in the 
womb or up to one year after 
birth was twice as high among 
women who were obese in 
early pregnancy than among 
those with normal weight. 
There were nearly eight more 
fetal and infant deaths per 
1,000 births among obese 
women than among women 
with normal weight. The 
total risk of fetal or infant 
death was 16 in every 1,000 
births among obese women 
and nearly 9 per 1,000 births 


among normal weight women. 
The lowest risk was among 
women with a BMI of 23. 
BMI, or body mass index, is 
a ratio of weight to height. A 
BMI of 25 to 29.9 is consid¬ 
ered overweight and a BMI 
of 30 or greater is considered 
obese. 

The study was published April 
5 in the journal Human Repro¬ 


duction. 

“There are likely to be a num¬ 
ber of reasons why obesity is 
associated with fetal and in¬ 
fant death and we don’t yet 
know the full story,” study co¬ 
author Judith Rankin, a pro¬ 
fessor of maternal and perina¬ 
tal epidemiology at Newcastle 
University, said in a journal 
news release. □

Teen substance abuse on rise

WASHINGTON - Substance 
abuse has trended upward 
among American teens over 
the past three years after a de¬ 
cade of declines, according to 
a report issued on Wednesday 
by the Partnership at Drug- 
free. org. 

It said marijuana and ecsta¬ 
sy use among teens shows 


marked increases while atti¬ 
tudes toward alcohol use have 
become more relaxed. 

The study, sponsored by 
MetLife Foundation and the 
22nd in an annual series, 
found that between 2008 and 
2010 teens who said they had 
used marijuana in the past 
year climbed to 39 percent 
from 32 percent. 

Between 2008 and 2010, teens 
who said they had used the 
“party” drug ecstasy in the 
past year increased to 10 per¬ 
cent from six percent. 

The Partnership Attitude 
Tracking Study, which based 
its findings on a survey of 
around 2,500 high school stu¬ 
dents, found that 45 percent 
said they do not see a “great 


risk” in heavy daily drinking, 
while 31 percent strongly dis¬ 
approve of their peers getting 
drunk. 

A total of 68 percent of those 
surveyed said they had had at 
least one drink in their life¬ 
times. Among them, the aver¬ 
age age for that drink was 14. 
Sean Clarkin, director of 
strategy for the Partnership at 
Drugfree.org, which last year 
changed its name from the 
Partnership for a Drug Free 
America, said the normaliza¬ 
tion of drug use in social me¬ 
dia, the proliferation and dis¬ 
cussion of medical marijuana, 
and budget cuts to substance 
abuse prevention programs 
have contributed to the rise of 
substance use and abuse. □ 
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Planned wireless Internet network threatens GPS

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
new, ultra-fast wireless Inter¬ 
net network is threatening to 
overpower GPS signals across 
the U.S. and interfere with ev¬ 
erything from airplanes to po¬ 
lice cars to consumer naviga¬ 
tion devices. 

The problem stems from a re¬ 
cent government decision to 
let a Virginia company called 
LightSquared build a nation¬ 
wide broadband network us¬ 
ing airwaves next to those 
used for GPS. Manufactur¬ 
ers of GPS equipment warn 
that strong signals from the 
planned network could jam 
existing navigation systems. 

A technical fix could be ex¬ 
pensive — billions of dollars 
by one estimate — and there’s 
no agreement on who should 
pay. Government officials 
pledge to block LightSquared 
from turning on its network 
as scheduled this year unless 
they receive assurances that 
GPS systems will still work. 
The stakes are high not only 
for the GPS industry and its 
users, but also for those who 
would use LightSquared’s 
network. In approving it, the 
F ederal Communications 
Commission seeks to boost 
wireless competition and 
bring faster and cheaper Inter¬ 
net connections to all Ameri¬ 
cans — even in remote cor¬ 
ners of the country. 
LightSquared and the FCC 
both insist the new network 
can co-exist with GPS sys¬ 
tems. But device makers fear 
GPS signals will suffer the 
way a radio station can get 
drowned out by a stronger 
broadcast in a nearby channel. 
The problem, they say, is that 
sensitive satellite receivers 
— designed to pick up rela¬ 
tively weak signals coming 
from space — could be over¬ 
whelmed when LightSquared 
starts sending high-power sig¬ 
nals from as many as 40,000 
transmitters on the ground us¬ 
ing the airwaves next door. 
“The potential impact of GPS 
interference is so vast, it’s hard 
to get your head around,” said 
Jim Kirkland, vice president 
and general counsel of Trim¬ 
ble Navigation Ltd., which 
makes GPS systems. “Think

40,000 GPS dead spots cover¬ 
ing millions of square miles in 
cities and towns throughout 
the U.S.” 

One of the biggest risks is to 
the GPS navigation systems 
used by about 40 percent 
of commercial and private 
planes. Backup systems that 
rely on ground-based radio 
signals are not as accurate and 
have coverage gaps. Some 
older private planes have no 
backup at all. 

With GPS interference, a pi¬ 
lot “may go off course and 
not even realize it,” said Chris 
Dancy, a spokesman for the 
Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association. 

LightSquared’s network could 
also undermine the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s 
multi-billion-dollar program 
to upgrade the nation’s air- 
traffic control system, which 
is based on World War II-era 
radar technology. 

The new GPS-based system is 
more precise and lets planes 
fly more direct routes. That 
will save airlines time, money 
and fuel and cut pollution. It 
is also key to accommodating 


projected increases in airline 
traffic by enabling planes to 
fly safely closer together. 
Public-safety officials, too, 
are nervous about Light- 
Squared because they rely on 
GPS to track and dispatch po¬ 
lice cars, fire trucks and am¬ 
bulances. Many 911 systems 
also use GPS to help locate 
people. Disruptions could de¬ 
lay responses to emergencies, 
said Harlin McEwen, an offi¬ 
cial with the International As¬ 
sociation of Chiefs of Police. 
Even the Pentagon has ex¬ 
pressed concern as it relies on 
GPS to guide planes, ships, ar¬ 
mored vehicles, weapons and 
troops. 

LightSquared plans to com¬ 
pete nationally with super¬ 
fast, fourth-generation wire¬ 
less services being rolled out 
by the likes of AT&T and 
Verizon Wireless. It won’t 
sell directly to consumers, 
though. Instead, LightSquared 
will provide network access 
to companies including Leap 
Wireless, parent of the Cricket 
phone service, and Best Buy, 
which will rebrand the service 
under its own name. 


LightSquared has its roots 
as a satellite-phone operator, 
so its airwaves historically 
have been reserved primarily 
for satellite communications. 
FCC rules adopted in 2003 
allowed the company to back 
up those signals with ground- 
based wireless service, but 
only to fill in coverage gaps. 
In January, however, the FCC 


gave LightSquared permis¬ 
sion to use its airwaves for a 
broader, conventional wire¬ 
less data network. Although 
the company will continue to 
offer satellite service, it plans 
to cover at least 92 percent 
of Americans by 2015 with 
high-power wireless signals 
transmitted by base stations 
on earth. □

That now includes 
boots which detect radiation 
and a kangaroo tail for weary 
humans who’d like a rest but 
can’t be bothered to sit down. 
These and a thousand oth¬ 
er devices went on display

Wednesday at the world’s 
biggest inventions fair, where 
exhibitors from 45 countries 
showed off their weird and 
wacky designs in Geneva in 
the hope of attracting inves¬ 
tors or buyers. 

Peyman Sarhadi of Iran 
showed off his “super smart 


boot,” which he hopes will 
become the Swiss army knife 
of footwear. 

Equipped with sensors, it col¬ 
lects data on air temperature, 
humidity, location and the 
wearer’s blood pressure, and 
then sends the information to a 
base camp. It can heat or cool 
the feet and can also measure 
radiation levels, a feat that 
might be useful given Iran’s 
reputed nuclear ambitions — 
peaceful or otherwise. 

Sarhadi claims the boot is al¬ 
ready being tested by the Ira¬ 
nian army. 

“It’s useful,” Sarhadi said in a 
remarkably understated sales 
pitch. Emanuele Lopopolo 
of Italy presented a portable 
backrest that allows its wearer 
to take a break from standing 
by leaning back onto a tele¬ 
scopic pole. 


“The kangaroo can rest its 
weight on its tail, so we’ve 
made the same thing for hu¬ 
mans,” he said, reclining at a 
60-degree angle while passing 
spectators did their best not to 
trip over the pole. 

Miracle tinctures and obscure 
industrial equipment aside, 
visitors may find the most 
useful inventions include a 
mouthwash-dispensing tooth¬ 
brush, a braille photocopier, 
a foldable tandem bike and a 
vertical garden.

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Toyota sells 1 millionth 
Prius hybrid in U.S.

DETROIT (AP) — The 
Toyota Prius hybrid, once 
viewed as a science experi¬ 
ment for environmentalists, 
has become a mainstream 
vehicle in the United States, 
with the company selling 
more than a million of the 
cars nationwide. 

Toyota announced Wednes¬ 
day that it had passed the 
million sales milestone, 
helped by brisk sales recent¬ 
ly as U.S. gasoline prices 
continued to rise toward $4 
per gallon. 

The Prius, which is powered 
by both a gasoline engine 
and an electric motor, gets an 
estimated 51 miles per gal¬ 
lon in the city and 48 on the 
highway. Aside from electric 
vehicles, it is the most fuel- 
efficient car in the U.S., ac¬ 
cording to the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency. 

“Prius paved the way for hy¬ 
brids,” Bob Carter, Toyota 
Division group vice presi¬ 
dent and general manager in 
the U.S., said in a statement. 
Toyota began selling the 
Prius 11 years ago when gas 
prices were low. At first it 
was a car for the environ¬ 
mentally conscious, but as 
prices spiked during the 
decade, its popularity in¬ 
creased. 

In the first quarter of this 
year, Toyota already has 
sold nearly 43,000, which 
is 52 percent more than at 
the same time last year, ac-

cording to Autodata Corp. In 
2010, the company sold more 
than 140,000 Priuses. 

Prius sales worldwide topped 

2 million last year, and Toy¬ 
ota said its total global hy¬ 
brid vehicle sales passed the 

3 million mark in last month. 
“Prius has become synony¬ 
mous with the word hybrid, 
and as we see fuel prices 
starting to rise again, it has 
accounted for more than 60 
percent of hybrid passenger 
car sales so far this year,” 
Carter said. Some Toyota 
dealers have been reporting 
that Priuses are in now in 
short supply because of high 
demand and factory outages 
in Japan due to the March 11 
earthquake. Q 


Cuba reports sugar production 
to be akin to 2010 


CALIMETE, Cuba (AP) — Cuban officials say 2011 sugar pro¬ 
duction will be similar to or slightly higher than last year’s total 
— described at the time as the island’s worst in more than a 
century. Sugar Ministry expert Osiris Quintero says the harvest 
is nearly complete and production is expected to be slightly 
above forecasts. He says it will about the same as the 1.1 mil¬ 
lion tons produced in 2010. 

Cuba’s former sugar minister was ousted last May after the 
government reported its worst sugar harvest since 1905. 

Sugar once dominated Cuba’s economy but has now fallen be¬ 
hind tourism and nickel mining. 

Still, President Raul Castro and other officials are pushing for 
improved productivity. They say that is the key to boosting Cu¬ 
ba’s sluggish economy.Q 



Rising oil prices beginning to hurt U.S. economy

WASHINGTON - Just when 
companies have finally 
stepped up hiring, rising oil 
prices are threatening to halt 
the U.S. economy’s gains. 
Some economists are scal¬ 
ing back their estimates for 
growth this year, in part be¬ 
cause flat wages have left 
households struggling to pay 
higher gasoline prices. 

Oil has topped $108 a barrel, 
the highest price since 2008. 
Regular unleaded gasoline 
now goes for an average $3.69 
a gallon, according to AAA’s 
daily fuel gauge survey, up 86 
cents from a year ago. 

The higher costs have been 
driven by unrest in Libya and 
other oil-producing Middle 
East countries, along with 
rising energy demand from a 
strengthening U.S. economy. 
Airlines, shipping companies 
and other U.S. businesses 
have been squeezed. The ris¬ 
ing prices are further straining 
an economy struggling with 
high unemployment and a de¬ 
pressed housing market. 

“The surge in oil prices since 
the end of last year is already 
doing significant damage to 
the economy,” says Mark 
Zandi, chief economist at 
Moody’s Analytics. 

Unlike other kinds of con¬ 
sumer spending, gasoline 
purchases provide less benefit 
for the U.S. economy. About 
half the revenue flows to oil 
exporting countries like Saudi 
Arabia and Canada, though 
U.S. oil companies and gaso¬ 
line retailers also benefit. 

For consumers, more expen¬ 
sive energy siphons away 
money that would otherwise 
be used for household pur¬ 
chases, from cars and furni¬ 
ture to clothing and vacations. 
High energy prices are “put¬ 
ting a drain on consumer bud¬ 
gets,” says James Hamilton at 
the University of California,

San Diego. “To the extent they’re 
having to spend more on gaso¬ 
line, they have to make cutbacks 
elsewhere.” 

Two-thirds of Americans say they 
expect rising gasoline prices to 
cause hardship for them or their 
families in the next six months, 
according to a new Associated 
Press-GfK Poll. The telephone 
poll conducted March 24-28 had 
a sampling error margin of plus 
or minus 4.2 percentage points. 
Seventy-one percent say they’re 
cutting back on other expenses to 
make up for higher pump prices. 
Sixty-four percent say they’re 
driving less. And 53 percent say 
they’re changing vacation plans 
to stay closer to home. 

“I try to leave the car parked at 
home all day Saturday,” says Curt 
Lindsay, who commutes an hour 
each way to his job as a computer 
systems administrator outside 
Washington, D.C. “I’d rather not 
spend the money on gasoline.” 
Since gasoline prices topped $3 a 
gallon, Lindsay has also been try¬ 
ing to drive more slowly to con¬ 


serve fuel. 

His co-worker Albert Zaza can¬ 
celed family trips to New York 
and Boston after the cost of filling 
up his Honda CRV surged from 
$35 to $47. Zaza spends four to 
five hours in traffic each day and 
has to fill up every other day. 
Rising fuel prices are pinching 
businesses too. 

In Tipton, Iowa, Grasshopper 
Lawn Care is tacking 5 percent 
onto customers’ bills to compen¬ 
sate for higher fuel costs. The 
company has to buy more than 
8,000 gallons of gasoline a year. 
It plans to keep the surcharge un¬ 
til gasoline prices dip back below 
$3 a gallon, owner Dan Kessler 
says. 

The oil shock and global insta¬ 
bility are diluting the benefits of 
an improving job market. The 
unemployment rate, though still 
high, is at a two-year low. And the 
economy has just produced the 
strongest two months of hiring 
since before the recession began. 
Bernard Baumohl, chief econo¬ 
mist at the Economic Outlook 


Group, has slashed his estimate 
for growth this year to 2.8 per¬ 
cent from 3.5 percent. In 20010, 
the economy grew 2.9 percent. 
Consumer spending accounts for 
about 70 percent of the economy. 
After adjusting for inflation and 
for seasonal factors, consumers 
spent 0.3 percent more in Febru¬ 
ary than in January. 

But that’s unlikely to last. Gaso¬ 
line prices are surging just as in¬ 
flation-adjusted incomes are fall¬ 
ing. More expensive gas is drain¬ 
ing much of the cash Americans 
are receiving from a cut in Social 
Security taxes this year. 

Zandi estimates that higher oil 
prices shaved 0.5 percentage 
point from growth in the January- 
March quarter. He predicts the 
economy grew 2.6 percent during 
the quarter. 

If oil prices average $100 a barrel 
for the year, Zandi says, growth 
will be 0.3 percentage point low¬ 
er than if prices had stayed at last 
year’s level — an average of less 
than $80 a barrel. A few months 
of $125-a-barrel oil would slash 


economic growth by a full 
percentage point, Zandi says. 
And a few months at $150 a 
barrel could push the econo¬ 
my back into recession. 
Surging oil prices don’t hurt 
everybody in the United 
States. Oil companies, for 
example, stand to gain. In 
2008, Exxon Mobil Corp. 
earned $45 billion — a record 
for a U.S. company — after 
oil prices hit a record $150 a 
barrel. Oil services compa¬ 
nies such as Halliburton Co., 
Schlumberger Ltd. and Baker 
Hughes Inc. also benefit as 
the oil industry rushes to find 
and produce more oil. 

And the products of biodie¬ 
sel and other alternative en¬ 
ergy companies become more 
competitive the higher oil 
prices go.Q 


Dish’s Blockbuster buy 
may mean brand’s survival

Dish Network Corp. said 
Wednesday that it won the 
auction for Blockbuster Inc. 
with a bid valued at $228 
million in cash. 

But whether the satellite TV 
provider can use movie-rental 
chain Blockbuster’s brand, 
stores and streaming-video 
capabilities to create services 
more relevant to the age of 
Netflix and Hulu remains to 
be seen. 

Dish, headed by billionaire 
Charles Ergen, won a two- 
day bankruptcy auction for 
Blockbuster that stretched into 
the early hours of Wednesday 
morning. 

Dish has so far been mum 
about specific plans for 
Blockbuster, but in its 
announcement, the company 
highlighted the 1,700 stores 
that will remain and “multiple 
methods of delivery.”

Copper prices climb or global expectations

Copper prices rose Wednesday on 
expectations that global demand will remain 
brisk and supplies will tighten. 

Copper prices settled up 2.5 percent, leading 
most metals higher. Oil rose slightly while 
other energy and agricultural products were 
mixed. The improving global economy is 
expected to drive more demand this year 
for copper, which is used in manufacturing 
an array of products from electronics to 
construction materials. 

While global copper inventories have risen, 
overall supplies are expected to remain tight, 
BNP Paribas analyst Stephen Briggs said. 
Analyst Nikos Kavalis with GFMS Ltd., a 
London metals research firm, said investor 
interest in copper has picked up because of 
supply-demand expectations. 

However, he noted in a forecast issued 
Wednesday that prices could fall if there is 
an impact on demand from Europe’s financial 
problems, China’s monetary policy, industrial 
production outlooks in key markets or other 
geopolitical events. 

Copper and other commodities benefited from 
a weaker dollar. Since most commodities 
are priced in dollars, they become more of a 
bargain for buyers who use other currencies. 
Copper for May delivery rose 10.55 cents to 


settle at $4.37 a pound. July platinum added 
$1 to settle at $1,797.80 an ounce while June 
palladium fell $8.50 to settle at $784.60 an 
ounce. 

Gold and silver continued to post gains. 
Gold for June delivery added $6 to settle at 
$1,458.50 an ounce and silver gained 20.4 
cents to $39,387 an ounce. 

In other trading, oil benefited from the weaker 
dollar. The price has been gaining steadily for 
weeks because traders are worried supplies 
may be disrupted by uprisings in Libya and 
other countries in the Middle East and North 
Africa. 

Libya produces nearly 2 percent of the 
world’s oil, and an extended shutdown could 
threaten the production capacity of other 
OPEC members that are covering some of the 
shortage. 

Benchmark crude for May delivery rose 49 
cents to settle at $108.83 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

In other Nymex contracts for May, heating 
oil added 0.62 cent to settle at $3.1912 per 
gallon, gasoline fell 0.84 cent to $3.1929 per 
gallon and natural gas lost 8.5 cents to $4,146 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 

In contracts for May delivery, wheat fell 4 
cents to settle at $7.8225 a bushel, com fell 
3.75 cents to $7.63 a bushel and soybeans 
rose 3.25 cents to $13,765 a bushel.Q

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‘Arthur’ gets neutered in Brand’s hands

Put an infinite number of 
studio executives in a room 
and sooner or later, one will 
green-light a truly good re¬ 
make of a classic film. Sadly, 
Russell Brand’s “Arthur” isn’t 
it, though it’s at least a benign 
bit of fluff that should please 
younger audiences unfamiliar 
with the 1981 comedy, even if 
purists who adore the original 
may hate this version. 
“Arthur” is respectful of and 
faithful to Dudley Moore’s 
original maybe too much so. 
The filmmakers tweak things 
here and there to modernize 
the story and fit the persona 
of drunken, debauched, bil¬ 
lionaire man-child onto Brand 


(not surprisingly, it’s no 
stretch for the British comic 
with the party-boy past). 

Yet the alterations are mostly 
cosmetic, including the big 
one, changing the sex of Ar¬ 
thur’s stern but loving guard¬ 
ian Hobson from a man (John 
Gielgud as Moore’s butler in 
the original) to a woman (Hel¬ 
en Mirren as Brand’s nanny). 
Despite Mirren’s estimable 
presence, the new “Arthur” 
has little of its own to offer. 
It’s the same story, told with 
much less heart: Rich boy 
meets poor girl, rich boy’s 
mom orders him into a finan¬ 
cially acceptable arranged 
marriage or be cut off from his 
fortune, rich boy continues to 
dally with poor girl on the side 


while trying to determine if he 
can live as a pauper. 

Like almost every remake, the 
movie has no reason to ex¬ 
ist, other than to cash in with 
today’s fans, few of whom 
would bother to check out the 
far-superior original from an¬ 
cient times of 30 years past. 
Making his big-screen de¬ 
but, director Jason Winer 
(TV’s “Modem Family”) 
and screenwriter Peter Bayn- 
ham (a writing collaborator 
of Sacha Baron Cohen) stuff 
“Arthur” with too many cute, 
cloying moments. 

The gags crafted to showcase 
the hedonism and abandon of 
Arthur are not funny (dress¬ 
ing himself as Batman and his 
chauffeur as Robin, then tear¬ 
ing up Manhattan’s streets in 
his own Batmobile, or hand¬ 
ing out cash from an ATM to 
strangers and declaring the re¬ 
cession over. No great laughs 
here). 

And while Mirren and Brand, 
who co-starred in the ac¬ 
tress’ gender-bending take on 
Shakespeare’s “The Tempest” 
last year, form a pleasant sur¬ 
rogate mother-and-son rela¬ 
tionship, it’s a soft and mushy 
one, overloaded with senti¬ 
ment and lacking the bite that 
Gielgud brought to his Acad¬ 
emy Award-winning role.Q 


Soul Surfer 1 waters 
down shark attack

Watching “Soul Surfer,” the 
story of Bethany Hamilton’s 
comeback after a shark attack, 
makes you long for a vivid 
documentary on the subject 
instead preferably one of 
those excellent “30 for 30” of¬ 
ferings from ESPN. 
Hamilton’s tale is, of course, 
inspiring. In 2003, when she 
was just 13 years old, she lost 
her left arm to a 14-foot tiger 
shark while surfing near her 
Hawaiian home. An up-and- 
comer in the sport, she wanted 
to get back on her board as 
soon as possible. A month lat¬ 
er, she was in the water again. 
Now, at 21, she continues to 
compete professionally. 

“Soul Surfer” takes that story 
of complex emotions, de¬ 


termination and faith and 
turns it into overly simplistic 
mush. Director and co-writer 
Sean McNamara’s film is an 
uncomfortable combination 
of pat, feel-good platitudes, 
two-dimensional characters, 
cheesy special effects and ge- 
nerically idyllic scenery. 

The script from McNamara 
and three other writers, based 
on Hamilton’s own memoir, 
features obvious establish¬ 
ing voiceover lines like, “We 
spent more time wet than we 
did dry” and “Surfing is my 
passion my way of life.” 
After the attack, in case we 
couldn’t figure out for our¬ 
selves how incredibly brave 
Hamilton is, a longtime fam¬ 
ily friend says, “You are in¬ 
credibly brave, Bethany.” A 
doctor also chimes in: “She is

a living miracle.” 

AnnaSophia Robb, who stars 
as Hamilton, cuts through 
some of the gooey tedium with 
a naturally athletic presence 
and no-nonsense attitude (and 
the star of “Bridge to Tera- 
bithia” and “Race to Witch 
Mountain” does much of her 
own surfing). But “Soul Surf¬ 
er” consistently tries to make 
her transformation as easily 
digestible as possible.□

Radioactive water stops 
leaking from Japan plant

TOKYO (AP) — The utility that owns 
the crippled Japanese nuclear 
reactor says that highly radioactive 
water has stopped leaking into the 
ocean. Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
spokesperson Naoki Tsunoda said Wednesday 
the company's attempt to stem the leak by 
injecting 1,500 liters (400 gallons) of "water 
glass," or sodium silicate, and another agent 
near a seaside pit where the water was leaking 
appeared to have been successful. The leak 
was discovered Saturday, and radiation of 
more than 7.5 million times the legal limit for 
seawater was found just off a tsunami- 
damaged nuclear plant. The water stopped 
leaking at 5:38 a.m. (2038 GMT) Tokyo time,...

Martin Rees, a 68-year-old 
expert on the extreme phys¬ 
ics of black holes and the Big 
Bang, is the recipient of the 
2011 Templeton Prize, the 
John Templeton Foundation 
announced Wednesday. The 1 


million pound ($1.6 million) 
award is among the world’s 
most lucrative. 

Dr. John M. Templeton, Jr. 
said that Rees — who pro¬ 
fesses no religious belief — 
was chosen because of the 
nature of his research, which 
he said invites everyone “to 
wrestle with the most funda¬ 
mental questions of our nature 
and existence.” 

Rees tried to tackle many of 
those fundamental questions 
during his just-finished ten¬ 
ure at the head of Britain’s 
Royal Society, which saw the 
350-year-old body discuss 
issues ranging from the dis¬ 
puted origins of life on Earth 
to the possibility of eventually 
discovering life elsewhere. 

In an interview at a London 
hotel ahead of the prize an¬ 
nouncement, Rees told The 
Associated Press that he was 
attracted to “big questions 
which we can’t answer.” 

One of the biggest has been 
posed by scientists who won¬ 
der why it is that the physical 
laws of the universe seemed 
perfectly calibrated to sup¬ 
port human life. Even a slight 
tweaking of what scientists 
call universal constants could 
so alter the cosmos as to make 
it uninhabitable.

If you know, the 
FBI’s top code-breaking unit 


wants your help in breaking 
McCormick’s code — one 
that has baffled government 
cryptologists for more than a 
decade — and perhaps solv¬ 
ing his murder. Dan Olson, 
chief of the FBI Laboratory’s 
Cryptanalysis & Racketeering 
Records Unit, said the papers 
found on the body of 41-year- 
old McCormick could be the 
key in figuring out why he 
was murdered. 

But none of their cryptolo¬ 
gists has been able to break 
the code created by McCor¬ 
mick, a high school dropout, 
even after years of work, Ol¬ 
son said. So the FBI is turn¬ 
ing to the public for help, 
hoping that someone out there 
recognizes the code used by 
McCormick on the two pa¬ 
pers posted by the agency at 
http://Eusa.gov/evCb2i. 
Police said McCormick had 
experimented with codes and 
ciphers for much of his life. 
“We asked the family, and 
they said he did it quite often,” 
said Lt. Craig McGuire of the 
St. Charles County Sheriff’s 
Department. □

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Mujeres dirigen casi un tercio de hogares en Dominicana 


REPUBLICA DOMINICANA (AP) 

- El 31,8% de hogares dominicanos 
esta dirigido por mujeres, de las cuales 
47% solo estudio la primaria y 16% 
carece de empleo, segun del observa- 
torio del mercado laboral.

El ministro dominicano de Trabajo, 
Max Puig, insistio durante la cita que 
la mejor politica social que pueden de- 
sarrollar los gobiemos de la region es 
la creacion de empleos, especialmente 
para mujeres y para jovenes. 


El estudio del observatorio del mer¬ 
cado laboral dominicano mostro que 
25,33% de todos los hogares esta di¬ 
rigido por mujeres solteras. 

De las jefas de hogar que obtienen 
salarios o ingresos de forma regular, 
el 71,79% percibe menos de 10.000 
pesos (264 dolares) insuficientes para 
adquirir la canasta basica. 

Segun calculos difundidos el mes 
pasado por el Banco Central, el costo 
promedio de las cinco canastas basi- 
cas definidas en funcion de las clases 


sociales es de 23.398 pesos (unos 619 
dolares). La canasta basica destinada 
para el 20% de la poblacion mas po- 
bre esta valorada en 10.407 pesos (275 
dolares), por lo que la mayoria de jefas 
de hogar no la puede adquirir.

Colombia: aprueban 
reparation victimas a 
partir de 1985 

COLOMBIA (AP) - Una comision legislativa aprobo el 
miercoles que un proyecto de ley para la reparacion de 
las victimas del conflicto interno en Colombia contemple 
1985 como el ano a partir del cual las personas podran hac- 
er reclamaciones. 

El proyecto de ley fue presentado personalmente por el 
presidente Juan Manuel Santos al Congreso el 27 de sep- 
tiembre pasado y ya supero las dos votaciones necesarias en 
la Camara de Representantes y solo falta que la Comision 
Primera del Senado termine de debatir y votar algunos 
articulos del proyecto para que este pase al plenario de 102 
senadores a recibir una ronda final de debates y votacion. 
La Comision Primera senatorial, o la encargada de asuntos 
constitucionales y paz, entre otros; aprobo con 10 votos a 
favor y uno en contra fijar el 1 de enero de 1985 como la 
fecha a partir de la cual se reconocera a las victimas del 
conflicto en Colombia, indico el Senado en una nota en su 
pagina de internet. 

El proyecto de ley contemplaba inicialmente que las victi¬ 
mas fueran reconocidas solo a partir de 1991, pero varios 
sectores legislativos presionaron por 1985 para asi poder 
incluir a parientes de la sangrienta toma del Palacio de 
Justicia, ocurrida en noviembre de aquel ano. 

En la toma murio un centenar de personas, incluyendo 
magistrados de la Corte Suprema y los miembros del co- 
mando guerrillero del ya desmovilizado Movimiento 19 de 
Abril (M-19). 

Movimientos de derechos humanos han reclamado que la 
fecha a partir de la cual deberia reconocerse a las victimas 
deberia ser desde los anos 40 porque alii comenzaron los 
enfrentamientos y ataques entre liberales y conservadores 
y posteriormente surgirian las guerrillas. 

Uno de los promotores del proyecto de ley, el senador Juan 
Fernando Cristo, del Partido Liberal y que forma parte 
de la coalicion de gobierno; ha dicho que esperar tener el 
proyecto aprobado a finales de mayo. 

En este pais, de 45,8 millones de habitantes, no existe una 
base nacional de datos que confirme cuantas han sido las 
victimas del conflicto interno. 

Pero solo en el llamado “Registro Unico de Poblacion 
Desplazada”, que lleva una agencia del gobiemo, tiene in- 
scritas a 3,6 millones de personas como desplazadas forza- 
damente de sus tierras por gmpos armados ilegales desde 
al menos fines de los 90 y hasta este ano. Q
